?’b.o transaissions were received by an antenna mounted on the Last 
Berlin city hall, in Parocbialstreaso and a provisory receiving set 
constructed for this purpose in the institute. The trial transmis- 
sions wers considered comple tely successful.. 

•jtie institute has requested del-very of 200 television receivers 
from the Radeberg works of SAG KABBJ,, but the request has not yet 
been approved by ‘the Soviets, All receiver sets produced in 
f-iadeberw have in the oast gone to Russia on reparations orders for 
tins Russian television transmitters in Eoscow, Leningrad and Kharkov. 
The development of the receiver set produced in Hadeberg was 
entrusted to Oberspreewerk in the spring of 1950. •’•'hen it was 

pointed out to the Russian's that such development would take six 
to nine Booths, the Ruasirns proposed shortening the development 
tine by making" available Russian drawings and blueprints} these 
arrived in the late fall of 1950 . .the receiver set subsequently 
developed by CSW is of inferior quality. Its main drawbacks are 
the smallness of the a.reen and -the fact that it breaks easily.. 

The Russians nevertheless ordered the Hadeberg works to produce
